Reports were read, discussed and adopted as follows: 


REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

Your committee on Sunday Schools would submit the fol- 
lowing: 
The Bible is the book, the source of life and strength; yet it: 

is read with very little understanding. Christians need to study 
and understand it more; need to be better Christians; and the 
unsaved, old and young, need to be brought to a saving knowl- 
edge of Jesus Christ. The Sunday school is the best place we 
know of—excluding the home—to reach the children, and surely 
the best place to reach the unsaved; therefore, we urge that each 
church within the bounds of this Association ¢stablish and 
maintain at least one Sunday school. If you need help in work- 
ing up and organizing a Sunday school, write to Bro. S. P. 
Leavell, who was selected by the last State Convention as Sunday 
school evangelist, and secure his help at the earliest possible 
date. A dead Superintendent spiritually will chill and kill any 
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Sunday school; therefore, we urge that each church select enthu- 
Siastic Christian men to superintend the Sunday school. Be 
sure he has some personal magnetism and is thoroughly inter- 
ested in the work, and then your Sunday school will not drag. 
The success of the Sunday school depends in a large measure 
on the quality of your teachers; therefore, be as careful in the 
selection of your teachers‘as in that of the “superintendent. 
There are many Sunday schools weak and dragging for lack of 
interest shown by the pastor in the organization; therefore, we 
urge that every pastor use some of his very best efforts in 
promoting the welfare of the schools of his churches. If any 
pastor does not encourage the Sunday school work, and thereby 
aid his flock in pressing forward, he is unfaithful in the dis- 
charge of his duties to his God and unworthy to be pastor. We 
would not forget to urge that every church in maintaining schools 
use the literature published by the Southern Baptist Convention 
Board at Nashville, Tenn. Let every teacher by all means use 
“The Teacher.” It is only twelve: cents a quarter, while the 
quarterlies are only two cents apiece.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

The word temperance, as accepted among us at present, has 
reference to the use of alcoholic liquors for beverage purposes. 
It is no longer necessary to argue the question as to whether or 
not it is wrong to use intoxicating drinks. It has been satisfac- 
torily proven to all men of reasonable minds that it is wrong in 
every sense except strictly asa medicine. Our best and most 
successful business men and business corporations have con- 
demned it, because it disqualifies men for positions of responsi- 
bility. It has become the great test question put to young men 
seeking employment under Federal appointment, the majority of 
our railroad corporations and a large proportion of mercantile 
and banking concerns. 

Our courts have declared it to be the great breeder of crime 
of every conceivable kind, thereby *burdening our people with 
unnecessary taxes to keep up our courts. 

It is known to be the enemy of good society, having wrecked

more hearts and homes and blasted more lives than any other 
one thing in the world. 

Physiologists tell us that it is detrimental to every organ of 
the human system, and, not content with the present generation, 
it lays its blighting hand upon generations yet unborn, and that 
at the present rate of increase it is only a question of time when 
we will have a world of drunkards. 

It is diametrically opposed to Christianity, because no 
drunkard shall inherit the Kingdom of God. 

With these lights before us, the purpose of a report on Tem- 
perance should be to devise means, or encourage the use of those 
already accessible, whereby the use of intoxicating liquors for 
beverage purposes may be exterminated. I do not hesitate to 
affirm that our only hope is at the ballot box. Many of our 
church members who drink whisky themselves tell us to preach 
the Gospel. They say the Gospel is what the world needs. I 
grant that; but they are themselves a refutation of their argu- 
ment. If those who have already professed faith in Christ have 
not enough love for Him to abstain from drinking intoxicants, 
how do they expect the Gospel to reach and relieve those who 
are avowed enemies of Christ and are bound by the iron fetters 
of the drink habit? It is argued that we cannot legislate men 
and women into Heaven. I grant that proposition also, but 
when your child does wrong do you correct it in order to drive 
it into Heaven? No; you do it to restrain it—tone up its morals 
and make it more susceptible to the power of the Holy Spirit— 
and it is for the same purpose that whisky needs to be taken 
away from those who love it. This can be done only by electing 
men who will enact and enforce righteous laws against the man- 
ufacture, sale, exportation and importation of alcoholic liquor 
for beverage purposes. With Christians, principle should be 
paramount to party, and we should concentrate our forces upon 
the best man available for every office in the gift of the people. 

I contend that no church should retain in her membership 
one who habitually drinks intoxicating drinks. Nothing but the 
grace of God in the hearts of his people and consecration to the 
cause of Christ will enable us to accomplish what is outlined in 
this report, and to this end let us work and pray.

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REPORT ON CHURCH DISCIPLINE. 

Your committee on Church Discipline would submit the 
following: 

First, That discipline is essentially necessary in all families, 
organizations and institutions of any nature, and more so should 
it be enforced in our churches, always taking the Bible for a 
guide by which to enforce it. Show mea church where rigid 
discipline is enforced and I will show one that has an active and 
a live working membership, and would recommend that each 
and every church within the bounds of this Association have a 
standing committee on complaints and offences, whose duty it 

shall be to look after the violaters of the rules of the church and 
"see that they are reported to the church, after taking the Gospel 
steps. By so doing, we will have a membership that will be 
more free from censure, the cause of Christ will be honored and 
those of the world will have less criticism to make of the church 
membership. Brethren, let us be true in enforcing discipline, 
that we may have a membership that is above reproach, and 
then our churches will yield a better Christian influence. They 
will be as a city set upon a bill and their light and influence go 
Out to the world for good.

REPORT ON MISSIONS. 

The Mission work is ours. It began with the dawn of Chris- 
tianity at Jerusalem and is to extend to the end of earth and 
time. The New Testament idea of the subject is this: There 
is one true and holy God. The whole world is out of harmony 
with Him because all are sinful. Christ came into the world 
and made atonement for sin, that all the world through Him 
might be reconciled to God. He is the way, the truth and the 
hight. Christianity is not @ religion, but the religion—it is for 
the whole world—but for convenience it is divided with us into 
| State, Home; and Foreign fields. 

State Mission work is that done within our own State, chiefly 
in the Delta, on the Coast, and along the new lines of railroad. 
The importance of this work can hardly be appreciated. It is

our temporal safety and our base of supplies and the people thus 
reached are our own by social and blood relations. Our Board 
has had in its employ about 9° missionaries this year. They 
have baptized 359, received by letter 768, organized 7 churches 
and 23 Sunday schools. Amount of money given to State Mis- 
sions the last year, $1 1,766.49; for every $14.44 a member has 
been added. When we look at results we can hardly think the 
work is too expensive. 

The Home Mission work, F. C. McCanel, Atlanta, Georgia, 
Secretary, embraces the whole territory of the Southern Baptist 
Convention. Its aims are to supplement the State Board where 
it is necessary, to look after large cities, the frontiers, the moun- 
tain regions and Cuba. $100,450 were given to this work last 
year. The report shows 674 missionaries, 8,150 baptisms, 9,051 
received by letter, 231 churches constituted. Mississippi Bap. 
tists gave $4,465.39. This Board is not receiving the support 
that its great interest demands. ' 

The Foreign Mission Board, R. J. Willingham, Richmond, 
Secretary, aims to give the Gospel to the heathen, even to the 
ends of the earth. We have missions in six foreign countries— 
Africa, China, Japan, Italy, Brazil and Mexico. In this sub- 
lime effort to give a knowledge of Christ to all races and classes 
of mankind God’s people become most Christ-like in their self- 
forgetting devotion. This Board received last year $173,439, 
$9,032.27 of which came from Mississippi. There were 1,439 
baptisms. We now have 115 missionaries and 171 native assis- 
tants. We have two publication societies—one in China and 
one in Brazil. There are also theological training schools in 
connection with most of our mission Stations and about fifty 
native preachers are receiving instruction there. From these 
agencies we expect to hear increasingly great results. The mis-~ 
sionary effort has God’s authority, the very genius of the Bible 
is missionary, the blessings of Géd have been on the mission- 
aries, giving them marvelous prosperity amid great difficulties. 
Let us take courage and press forward. Let our battle cry be a 
contribution from every member according to ability.

REPORT ON ORPHANS’ HOME. 


We, your committee, beg leave to report: 
That the Orphans’ Home at Jackson, Miss., under manage- 


ment of Rev. L. S. Foster and wife, is designed to give a home 
to homeless orphan children, whether they are of Baptist paren- 
tage or not, It is under the fostering care of the Baptist State 
Convention -and looks especially to Baptists for its support. 
When all the rooms of the new building are finishea more than 
one hundred children can be cared for. There are now more 
than seventy children in the Home, and the running expenses ~ 
for the summer were greater than the income, which is altogether 
by voluntary gifts. We recommend this object to the churches 
as being worthy of their generous support, and suggest that each 
church in this Association take a thanksgiving offering for it on 
Thanksgiving Day, or at some service in November, 1902.

REPORT ON DENOMINATIONAL SCHOOLS. 

Your committee appointed at the last meeting of this Asso- 
ciation to report on Denominational Schools, begs leave to 
submit the following: . { 

Mississippi College has now a brighter future than she has 
ever had before. The long wished for endowment fund has been 
raised, $14,550 being given by the American Baptist Educa- 
tional Society on condition that we raise $45,450 by July 2, 
1902, making in all $60,000 as an endowmemt fund for our 
college. Your committee wishes to say just here that this is 
largely due to the splendid efforts of Dr. W. T. Lowrey, the 
President of Mississippi College. The Baptists of Mississippi 
owe Dr. Lowrey a debt of gratitude which can be paid only by 
joining with him in his efforts to promote the welfare and in- 
crease the influence of this noble old institution, 

Mississippi College is our school, and every Baptist in the 
State ought to feel an interest in her welfare, because every year 
this college does more and mote for the Baptists of the State. 
We should not only send our preacher boys to this school, but 
we should send the others there also, it matters not what pro- 
fession they desire to enter. This is the best school for Baptists, 
and we are ready to guaranty that a session or two at this college 
will not do boys of other denominations any harm. You cannot 
better your boy’s condition any more than by sending him to 
Mississippi College. A young man or boy away from home at 
school should be surrounded by Christian influences, he should 
be made to feel that his instructors—his professors—are (hris- 
tians, and that they feel an interest not only in the development 
of his mind in the way of book-lore, but that they are interested 
also in his spiritual development. 

We ought to feel proud of Mississippi College. We ought to 
exert our influence in the way of sending or inducing boys to 
attend this college. Some think that this is a school for preach- 
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ers only. This is not true. It 1s true our pulpits are supplied 
in a large measure by the noble boys that came out from this 
college, but it is a college where one can go and prepare for any 
profession. We cannot get along without an educated ministry, 
and we are not likely to have an educated ministry if we do not 
have a college where we can send them to acquire an education. 

It is no use to go into a lengthy and detailed discussion of 
the history of Mississippi College. We are all familiar with this, 
but rather your committee desires to urge upon every Baptist 
the importance of feeling a personal interest in this college 
because it is his collége—it is our college—and the welfare of 
our churches in Mississippi depend in a large measure upon the 
welfare of our college. Let us then help the college in every 
way possible. Our preachers are educated there, and we must 
help them by supporting them while in school. No country will 
be orcan be happy and prosperous without churches, and we 
cannot have happy, prosperous churches without an educated 
ministry. Mississippi College has been, and is now, a great 
blessing, not only to the Baptists of the State, but to the people 
of the State at large, in that she has sent out into every walk of 
life men whose lives are modeled after the Saviour’s, and who 
have done and are now doing every thing they can to lead sinful 
men to accept Christ as theit personal Saviour and who are 
spending their lives for the betterment of mankind. 

Let us, therefore, feel a personal interest in this college and 
thank God for what the college has done in the past and what 
she is doing now.

Your committee begs leave to submit the following: 

The Press is a powerful agent for the promotion of good or 
evil. It is doubtful if any other agency is as potent a factor in 
human affairs; hence, it behooves us as Christians to see to it 
that the reading matter that is brought into our homes be of 
such a character that the use thereof will tend to elevate and 
build up the morals of our people. As Baptists we need to make 
amore careful and prayerful study of the Bible. The command 
is, ‘‘Search the Scriptures, for in them ye have eternal life, and 
they are they that testify of me.” Aside from the study of the 
Bible, we would recommend the reading of the Foreign Mission’ 
Journal, which costs 25 cents a year; also the Home Field at a 
cost of 10 cents a year, published by the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention Board; also Kind Words literature, published by the 
Sunday School Board at Nashville, Tenn., and recommend that 
the Baptists of our State take and read The Baptist and the 
Orphanage Gem, as they are our home papers, which go far to 
give us an understanding of the workings of the Baptist denomi- 
nation of the State and also to enlist us in the work.
